MANUFACTOB1ES. 


We yesterday called attention to tho 


orgaribsation of the Decatur Manufac- 
turing Company, and we understand 
that several ether enterprises of a simi- 
lar character are in contemplation which 
we hope may soon take shape and go 
into operation. 
A large number of 


manufactories, even if they arc on a 
small scale, will greatly help the busi- 
ness of the town. Our people, while 
interesting themselves to start manufac- 
turing establishments in our midst, 
should not get the idea that they mutt 
necessarily be largo affairs in order to 
bo worthy of attention. Tho fact is, a 
dozen concerns like that just organized, 
will really be of more benefit than one 
largo one which would employ the same 
number of hands that would be required 
to run tho dozen. The reason for this 
is that they give a greater variety of 
employment and also require a greater 
variety of mateiial. Bo that if there 
arc to be flvo hundred men employed in 
manufacturing establishments, it is bet- 
ter to have them distributed among fif- 
teen or twenty different concerns, ma- 
king as many different kinds of goods, 
than to have thorn all engaged in the 
manufacture of the same kind of work. 
Therefore tho day of small things is 
not to bo despised, but anything that 
can be made at a profit should be con- 
sidered worthy of attention, and persons 
proposing to go into the making of the 
same should meet witli every reasonable 
encouragement. Lot us have tho fac- 
tories, whether great or small.
